For well over two thousand years, 
the old Mosiac law as quoted in the 
title to this writing has stood ag the 
expressed command of the Deity, and 
to their credit be it Said, many leaders 
of modern. thought have attempted 
by every means possible to even 
shorten rather than lengthen the time 
which is demanded from the .worker 
in return for his or her living.

“Business as usual” was apparently 
the slogan at this place of business;
